How an Army Moves. 


There are a great many things besides 


men and guns essential to an army; and 
the commander, nbout to lead an army into 
a hostile country, first sees that the com- 
missariat is well provided with provisions, 
that there are ample menus of transporta- 
tion, and that there is a reserve of ammu- 
nition and clothing, and a good supply of 
hospital stores and medicines. All the 
preliminary arrangements for Iho march 
having been carefully made, tho " order of 
march" is communicated to the several 
commanding ollicors of divisions, brigades 
and regiments, but not published in orders. 
Tho troops are distributed according to the 
character of tho country. 


In a very open country a large portion of 


cavalry would bo at the.head of the column, 
but generally it is distributed throughout 
the lino. The artillery should be in the 
rear of the first foot regiment. An advance 
or rear guard of mounted troops—one or 
two companies—should be detailed each 
day, and the regiment that 1ms the right of 
the line one day should be next day iu the 
rear. In a woody or mountainous country, 
detachments of Hankers and skirmishers 
are thrown out to the right and left ot the 
column, at a distance of one. or two hun- 
dred paces, to keep a sharp lookout,and pre- 
vent any such disastrous and gratuitous ex- 
perience as those painfully and recently fa- 
miliar to us in connection with the ambus- 
cade on tho road to Vienna. 


The column having been formed at half 


or quarter distance, and the baggage train 
assembled in tho rear, protected by a guard 
selected from each regiment for iu own 
baggage, the column is put in motion, and 
the march commenced with the eamo regu- 
larity as would be observed by a regiment 
moving in or out of a garrison town, the 
band playing, tho light infantry with arms 
sloped and those of tho riflemen alungover 
tho shoulder, the officers with swords drawn, 
exact wheeling distance preserved, and per- 
fect silence observed. 


After having proceeded a short distance 


in this manner, tho word of command 
'' route step," is given by the general at the 
head of the leading battalion, and passed 
quickly on to tho rear. The captains, in 
atead of continuing at tho head of their 
companies, draw back to tho rear of them, 
that they may sue any men of their respec- 
tive companies who attempt to quit tho 
ranks without leave. Tho soldiers then 
march and carry their arms in any manner 
convenient to them, conversation and smok- 
ing being ordinarily allowed.

GENERAL Piu.ow.—The North Ameri- 


can of this city has nn important letter 
captured by tho first Ohio cavalry, written 
by Gen. Pillow to his brother iu Tennessee. 
The General is alarmed about the new pol- 
icy, and says that we will go to catchinp 
negroes in Jess than thirty days, and will 
sweep the river of cotton, lie thinks the 
only safety for his men is to carry thorn to 
tho interior, and wants his brother to help 
him get off his negroes before they are 
caught, but the secret must be kept. He 
thinks that the south will receive its inde- 
pendence, but will lose one thousand million 
dollars worth of negroes. lie has a plant- 
ution in Arkansas, and wants to get his ne- 
groes across the river into Mississippi, but 
Curtis is in the way. He says that tho 
safety of our property depends ou imme- 
diate action, and wants his brother to give 
out that the negroes taken by the federals 
will be sold to Cuba after the war is over. 


INUIAX J.uuumis.—His attendants hav- 


ing removed Iho cutlery, he called mo to 
examine his cyei, which he opened very 
wide and rolled about in every direction.

long as I wished, or that I might draw it out 
myself. I declared myself satisfied, and ho 
then clipped the thread close to the skin, 
gave tho place a rub, and nothing remain- 
ed to show that any operation had been per- 
formed— Geori/c Thompson, in the'1 Dial."

The army of the Potomac has again as- 


sumed the offensive. The reconnoisauce 
made yesterday, under Gen. Hooker to Mai- 
yern Hill, White Oak Swamp bridge, and 
in the direction of New Market and Rich- 
mond, was in every respect n complete suc- 
cess. Tho troops left camp all out dark, 
night-before-last, arriving at Malvern Hill, 
at 4 o'clock yesterday morning—a distance 
of ton uiilcs. Here they encountered two 
regiments of infantry and a battery, posted 
behind earthworks. Fire was immediately 
opened on them by Capt. Benson's battery, 
and a section of Capt. Robinson's, The 
infantry was not engaged. 


The firing lasted about three hours, when 


tho rebels iugloriously fled by tho river road 
to Richmond, hotly pursued by our troops, 
who succeeded in taking 1000 of them 
prisoners. Tho Ions on our side at this 
point was three killed and eleven wounded. 


Capt. Benson had hia thigh broken by a 


piece of shell. The doctors think the leg 
can be saved. Lt. Col. Gamble, of the 8th 
Illinois cavalry, was severely wounded in 
the breast while driving in tho enemy's 
pickets. 


Col. Averill, with'500 cavalry,] took! the 


Quaker road to White Oak Swamp bridge. 
Thero they found the 10th Virginia cavalry, 
drawn up to receive them. 
A charge was 


immediately ordered, which broke tho rebel 
lines, whon they fled. Col. Averill followed 
them tliroo miles, taking 28 prisoners, with- 
out losing a man. 


General Pleasanton, with a force of cav- 


alry, took the New Market road, on which 
a portion of the rebels were retreating. He 
followed them to within a short distance of 
New Market, where, meeting two brigades 
of rebels, befell back, bringing over 30 
prisoners taken on tho way. New Market 
la 10 miles from Richmond. 


This ended the operations for the day, 


when the troops went into camp on Mal- 
vern Hill. Gen. McClullun, who went to 
the scene of action early this morning, has 
not returned. 


Three thousand of our prisoners will ar- 


rive to-day from Richmond, in exchange for 
a similar number sent up ou Monday. 


Evety thing is quiet on tho opposite aide 


of the river.

Gen. Wadsworth, of this district, left 


suddenly for Harrisburg by last evening's 
train, lie was accompanied by one aid.

Ever since the firing upon our shipping 


at the mail-boat landing by the enemy's 
batteries, our troops have occupied the op- 
posite shore. 


Yesterday a reconnoisance was made 


from that point back into the country to 
within 14 miles of Petersburg. It was 
conducted by Col. Avorillj and composed 
of IJO of tho Jib United States and 150 of 
the Ud Pennsylvania cavalry, with four 
companies of the 1st Michigan infantry. 
Captains Coster and Bowen, of McCleltan's 
staff, accompanied them. At Cox's Mills, 
five miles from tho river, they encountered 
the lUth Virginia cavalry, drawn up in 
line. Our men charged on them when 
they broke and ran. They drove them to 
their encampment at Sycamore Church, 
two and a half miles further, where they 
again formed, but were put to inglorious 
flight, leaving behind all their tents, camp 
equipage and commissary stores, which our 
troops gathered together and burnt. The 
rebels had two horses killed, six men 
wounded, and two taken prisoners. Our 
loss was one horso killed. After scouring 
the country n short distance further, they 
returned to tho river. 


There is no further evidence of rebel gun- 


boat1) on the river this side of Fort Darling. 


Information received here goes to show 


that the new Merrimac will not be ready to 
operate for three weeks yet. 


Two of the gunboats were yesterday af- 


ternoon engaged in shelling the opposite 
ahoro above City Point.

ever since they began to receive fresh veg- 
etables, which were ordered to be issued to 
them by General McClellan.

The Coast Expeditions. 


General Sherman has vindicated himself 


from the atta'cks he":has suffered -from th« 
public presa for the inadequate results of 
the Port Royal expedition. H« :says that 
the capture of Charleston or Savannah was 
not intended, and that he carried out what 
he was ordered to do. The North Carolina 
and South Carolina expeditions were gov- 
erned by the instructions of the then gen- 
eral in chief. That of Bnrnside was origi- 
nally intended by the government for the 
Rappahannock, to take Manassas by the 
rear, and co-operate with the main army in 
a direct advance on Richmond ; but after a 
large number of flat-bottomed boats had 
been collected for that river, the destination 
of the expedition wns diverted by the ur- 
gency of the general in chief, on the plea 
of hia plans. 
. 


Gen. Burnside, who opposed the change 


of destination, an'd'foresaw that the results 
of merely harrassing the coast would be 
inadequate to the immense cost of such a 
naval expedition, took care to guard 
him- 


self from the consequences, by stating in 
his' report that he had fully carried out the 
very minute instructions of the general in 
chief—the expedition had performed all 
that it was intended'to do. 


General Sherman, not having taken this 


precaution to protect himself, has suffered 
n reputation from the public disappoint- 
ment at. the small result of so vast an ex- 
penditure. He now shows that he did all 


was ordered to do. The natural reflec- 


tion now is, that if the expedition was only 
x> take Port Royal, it was unnecessarily 
arge. Five thousand land troops- would 
lave done aa Well as twe'nty thousand. The 
jeneral in chief could easily have spared it 
;en thousand more from the inactive army 
of the Potomac, with which the capture of 
Doth those towns could have bsen easily 
accomplished if he had desired it. 


The public will also conclude that if this 


expedition, when in its full strength, was 
not expected to take Charleston or Savan- 
nah, which were then in a great measure 
unprepared, it would be unreasonable to 
expect it to be done by Gen. Hunter 
now, 


after the troops have been greatly reduced

DEVASTATION OF WAR.—The correspond- 


ent of the New York Tribune, after a ride 
of from fifteen to twenty miles in the neigh- 
borhood of Newport News, and calling to 
mind the once thrifty and prosperous 
con- 


dition of that region, draws the following 
sad picture: 


'Alas! what is to be seen now! For 


miles and miles together, as we rodo 
along; there was not a house or fence in 
sight. 
Piles of brick, heaps of plaster, 


charred timbers, and the rubbish scattered 
over the ground, were all that remained o(' 
once happy homes and firesides, around 
which children had clustered. Among the 
ruins tall weeds of rank growth are grow- 
'ng, and the walks and door-yards are over- 
run with coarse grasses. The cribs and 
mrris, once bursting with grain ; the dry- 
ng houses, once crammed with tobacco ; 
the little white-washed n«gro cabins; are 
all gone—not even a stick of wood to mark 
the spot where they stood.

my has passed along, the miles of fences 
lave disappeared in the flame and smoke 
of the bivouac fires, aud there tbs country 
lies, one vast, 'desolnted tr"sct, as far as the 
eye can reach.

If -they have tears 
ind grief for their dead, they do not show 
them to us, but cling to their .sin with a 
surprising constancy. Still, so base are 
their natures, these southern rebel sympa- 
thisers will take food from us to save them- 
selves from starvation, and the next mo- 
ment abuse us in secret for Hessians and 
cut-throats."

The troops are distributed according to the 
character of the country. 


In a very open country a large portion of 


cavalry would be at tbe.head of the column, 
but generally it is distributed throughout 
the line. The artillery should be in the 
rear of the first foot regiment. An advance 
or rear guard of mounted troops—one or 
two companies—should be detailed each 
day, and the regiment that baa the right of 
the line one day should be next day in the 
rear. la a woody or mountainous country, 
detachments of flankers and skirmishers 
are thrown out to the right and left of the 
column, at a distance of one or two hun- 
dred paces, to keep a sharp lookout,and pre- 
vent any snch disastrous and gratuitous ex- 
perience as those painfully and recently fa- 
miliar to us in connection with the ambus- 
cade on the road to Vienna. 


The column having been formed at half 


or quarter distance, and the baggage train 
assembled in the rear, protected by a guard 
selected from each regiment for its own 
baggage, the column is put in motion, and 
the march commenced with the same regu- 
larity as would be observed by a regiment 
moving in or out of a garrisou town, the 
band playing, the light infantry with arms 
sloped and those of the riflemen slung over 
the shoulder, the officers with swords drawn, 
exact wheeling distance preserved, and per- 
fect silence observed. 


After having proceeded a short distance 


n this manner, the word of command 
' route step," is given by the general at the 
lead of the leading battalion, and passed 
quickly on to the rear. The captains, in- 
stead of continuing at the head of their 
companies, draw back to the rear of them, 
that they may see any men of their respec- 
tive companies who attempt to quit the 
ranks without leave. 
The soldiers then 


march and carry their arms in any manner 
convenient to them, conversation and smok- 
ng being ordinarily allowed.
